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his Merit, and tumbled into the loweſt Abyſs of 


Miſery by not being able to withſtand Temptation, 
and the Frowns of the World. ; 

As a clergymen he was. univerſally admired, and 
ſought after by thoſe who were Friends to the Poor, 
which, through a Series of Years had its deſired Ef- 
tet; as a Writer he was juſtly eſteemed by Men of 
Senſe, and his Writings will put an everlaſting Blot 
upon what few Vices the World may now and here- 
after accuſe him of. | | 

To ſay any Thing further on his Writings and good 
Qualities will be here needleſs, as they will be intro- 
duced in their proper places, and will be left to ſpeak 
tor themſelves. 

Doctor WILLIAM Dopp was the eldeſt Son of a 


very feſpectable Clergyman of Bourne, in the County 


of Lincoln; his Uncle was bred to the Church, and 
Had for ſome Time the Living of St. George's, Stamford, 


in the ſame County. Being intended for the Church, Dr. 
Dadd had a Univerſity Education at Clare Hall, Cam- 
bridge, where he went through his different Degrees. 


In 1749 he married his preſent Wite, by whom he 
has had no Children, who has ſhewn herſelf, through- 


out his preſent Troubles, to be a truly worthy and af- 
fectionate Wife. Dr. Dodd's Character has been not 
'2 little made free with, by the Report of his having 
: married a Magdalen ; this muſt appear at once ground- 
leſs, when we conſider the Magdalen was not inſti- 
tuted till the Year 1758. 

The Depravity of his Heart has been urged in Con- 
ſequence of ſuch Report, and many have ſaid, What 
could we expect from a Man, who could take ſuch a 

Woman to his Wife? 


Allowing Dr. Dodd had married a Magdalen, ſo far 
from any Thing being urged againſt him on that 


Head, his Conduct would have been in ſome Meaſure 


laudable. 
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laudable. Are we to deſpiſe an unfortunate F ellow-.. 
. creature, Who has, perhaps by Art and Stratagem, or 
perhaps by Force, been deceived? Are we to exclude 


g them the Benefit of Society, merely becauſe they have 
done wrong? No, there are, it is to be hoped, fon | 
: Women, who return from that Aſylum, who become 


as uſeful Members to Society, as thoſe who have never 
known there is ſuch a Refuge for thoſe who are ſo 
abandoned. | 
In April, 1752, his Preferments originated, the firſt 
was being choſen Joint Lecturer of We/# Ham and Bow. 
In May 1753 he was choſen Lecturer of St. James, 
| Garlick-Hith, and in April following, Lecturer of St. 
+ Olave's, Hart-ſtreet. | 0 
From theſe Periods we may ſtate the Riſe of the 
great popular Eſteem to which he arrived at. Al- 
moſt unknown at his firſt ſetting out in preaching the 
Goſpel, he, by his Merit and Genius, raiſed himſelf 
quicker than his Cotemporaries, and even much be- 
yond his own Expectation. As a young Preacher, he 
1 oſſeſſed every Requiſite to form a compleat one, be- 
ing bleſſed with a found Judgment, a well- tuned Har- 
mony of Voice, and an Elegance of Delivery, almoſt 
unknown at that Time. 

He was, however, by many charged with Affectation, 
and poſſeſſing too much of the Stage Eloquence and 
Action for the Pulpit ; let this be as it may, he was 
ſoon ſought after by the rich, and followed in Crowds 
by the poor. | | 

In Charity Sermons he ſhone conſpicuouſly, being 
continually, at the Requeſt of thoſe who conducted 

them, ſolicited to preach for them, which his Huma- 
nity never refuſed, nor would his Benevolence ſuffer 
him to receive Fees for. ö 
Having raiſed his Reputation as a Preacher, he 
began to turn his Thoughts as a Writer; and accord- 
| 42 ingly,

ingly, in December 1755, we find his firſt Publication 
. of a fingle Sermon, intituled, The Sinful Chriſtian con- 
demned by his own Prayer, and in the February follow 
ing, he printed two other Sermons. 

Nothing of any material Conſequence happened 
worthy of particular Notice, till the Year 1758, when 
Mr. Dingley propoſed a Plan for eſtabliſhing an Aſy- 
lum for the Protection of unfortunate Females, who 
were willing to leave the dreadful Path of Proftitu:ton, 
and become ufeful Members of Society ; for which 9 
Purpoſe, in Conjunction and with the Affiſtance of Dr. 

d, it was ſet on Foot, preparatory to which the 
Plan was made public; which was as follows: |

The Matron may be Wife 
either to the Chaplain or Steward. All thefe muſt be 
of fit Age and Diſcretion, and of the moſt unblemiſhed 
Characters; they muſt attend all Committees, to make 
their Reports, and receive all neceſſary Orders. This 
in general. In particular, 1. The Chaplain muſt at- 
tend all Admiffions, to influence Decency ; who, by 
2 little Practice and Obſervation, will be qualified to 
judge of the real good Diſpoſition of the Object. He

preach twice every Sunday, at certain fixed Hours, as 


| ſhall be judged moſt convenient; adminiſter the Sa-

J. The proper Objects for Admiſſion — ſuch as ap-

Manner as ſhall be thought beſt. The Petition being 
thus examined, if approved, to be wrote on, found 
proper,” and ſo preſerved, as a Proof of the Peti- :

drawn, as to have a Power of cancelling them; at f 
three or five Years, or any other intermediate Time, | 
as Circumſtances require, or a fit Viciſſitude may offer, 
to the Satisfaction of the Prefident, &c,—1ſuch as Re- 
conciliation of Parents, and Relations, Change of 
Fortune, and the like. But the Parent, or ot ers, 
to enter into a Bond for the good Behaviour of the |

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III. The Patients thus taken into the Care of the 


Houſe, and made clean, ſhall have their Names re- 
giſtered, and take on them ſome other Name, by 


which Name only they ſhall be called and known, ' 


when entered into the Houſe itſelf. That they wear 
an Uniform of light grey, black, or Sky blue, and 


in all their Dreſs be as plain and neat as poſfible, their 


own Cloaths being laid by, to return them when they 
leave the Houſe. That they be claſſed in twelves in 


each Ward, and fleep in ſeparate Beds, without Cur- 
tains. That there be a Room for their working, Sc. 
at the End of, or adjoining to each Ward. That one 
in each Ward preſide in Turn weekly, and be an- 


ſwerable to the Matron for the Behaviour of the reſt. 
That the Wards be - numbered and named. That 
they watch in Turns every Night, and traverſe the 


Ward at leaſt every Hour, to lee all is in good order, 


Sc. That they eat all in one Room, though at dif- 


ferent Tables, each Ward dining by themſelves. That 


there be a Superiority or Preference of Wards. That 
the Objects, in general, be cloathed and fed meanly, 
though with cleanly and healthful Proviſion; yet ac- 
cording as the Matron, Sc. ſhall judge beſt, a prefer - 


ence being given to ſome Wards before others, ac- 


cording to the Behaviour and Education of the Ob- 
jects; and that they be cloathed and fed accordingly. 
That the inferior Wards conſiſt of the inferior Ob- 
jects, and thoſe degraded for Miſbehaviour. That 


they do all the ſervile offices of the houſe, and be 
ſubject to Diſmiſſion, on groſs Miſbehaviour; as there 


muſt be no Compulſion, or cenſorial Puniſhment in- 
flicted; but the ſtricteſt Order and Humanity be ob- 
ſerved in every Reſpect. That they riſe according to 


the Time of their being in the Houſe, and their good 


Behaviour, eſpecially from the inferior to the ſupe- 


rior Wards. And that, if poſſible, a {mall cloſet or

Advertiſement to this Work, he gives the following 
Reaſons for the Publication, that as he thought he 
Could not engage in a more benevolent Attempt than 
that of offering Comfort to his ſuffering and afflicted 
Fellow-creatures : 
He therefore reſolved upon preaching a Set of 
Diſcourſes with this View; in which he had made 
ue Progreſs, when, accidentally, the good Biſhop 
all's Treatiſe, called, The Balm of Gilead, fell into 
his Hand. As this coincided with his Plan, he freely

Dr. Dodd's Time and Conſideration was for ſome 
Time aſter the above Publications taken up in a very 
laudable and benevolent Deſign, 27z. the releaſing of 

his Fellow-Subjeds from the gloomy Horrors of 2 
Priſon, whom he found were many, undergoing the 
Miſeries of Confinement, while their Wives and 
Children were ſtarving for the Want of his Protection 
and Labout, and for only ſuch imall Sums, that de- 
8 the Name of Engliſhmen to ſuffer their Fellow- 

reatures to be labouring under; accordingly, by his 
Perſeverance and Recommendation, he was happy 
enough to ſee it inſtituted the 22d of Feb. 1772. The 4 
following were the principal and reaſonable Argu- 
ments that were made Uſe of for the Neceſſity of 
eſtabliſning a Society, likely to be of ſuch great Ser- 
vice to the Community. > | 

That the Laws of this Country have amply pro- 
vided for the Relief of conſiderable Debtors. Ihe Man 

v ho engages for Thouſands which he cannot pay, has 
an abundant Reſource in Bankruptcy; he reſigns his 
all, and reſumes his Reputation and his Credit. The 
Man, who perhaps for the very Necęſſaries of Life, 
and the Supply of his de pendant Family, runs a few 

Pounds, or even a few Shillings in Debt, is cruelly 
arreſted, torn from his Home and his Buſineſs, and 
plunged in a Priſon; has neither Ability nor Hope

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to defray his Creditor's Demands, or procure his own 
Diſcharge. | | do (ES 
Thus it is not only unjuſt, in a comparative View 
of the Law, to ſuffer the large Debtor, whoſe Debts 
perhaps materially affect a very extenſive Circle, to 
enjoy Freedom and Impunity; while the ſmall 
Debtor, whoſe inconſiderable Contracts cannot much 
affect any, is immured in a grievous and noiſome 
Priſon. vs | | VL 
No Perſon, except a Peer or Senator, is exempt 
from. perſonal Arreſts, and even a Detention of many 
Hours, by the Evaſions and Deluſions of Bailiffs; if a 
Perſon owes onlv Forty Shillings to any extortionate 
litigious Creditor, he can immediately obtain a Writ ; 
often by a falſe, malicious Oath, can deprive. his 
Debtor of Liberty, and prevent him from tranſacting 
the moſt important Buſineſs for his own private profit, 
or even for the public. Benefit of the State, which 
may require the utmoſt Expedition 'that very Day or: 
Hour: And Paſſion, Malice, or Revenge, may be the 
only Motive of the Creditor, who can even arreſt his 
Debtor before the Account of his Demand is deli- 
vered, without any previous Application for the 
Payment, and without any Refuſal or Delay. | 
The very Payment of the Sum at the Inſtant of 
the Arreſt, is often not ſufficient to obtain immediate 
Liberty, and to prevent an expenſive and deplorable 
Privation of it for many Hours, and ſome Days, if 
the Writ is iĩſſued out of the Sheriff's Office; as the 
Bailiffs often detain the unfortunate Arreſted, to his 
e and future Inconvenience, Loſs, Expence, 
iſcredit, and probably, even Ruin, under their falſe 
and iniquitous general Pretexts to examine the Office, 
or that the Office is ſhut, as it happens to be at cer- 
tain Hours and Days, particularly Sundays, &c. ſo 
that if a Man happens unfortunately to be arreſted

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upon 2 Saturday at Night, or is deſignedly ſo from 


Malevolence, he muſt remain in an impoſing Spung- 

B at leaſt till Monday. e 
's own Houle, or Apartment, is not always 

a Refuge in this Country againſt Malevolent Surprizes, 
Inſults, and Arreſts. A Man is liable to them within 
his own Walls and Doors, being ſeldom or ever ſecure 
therein; though the Law prohibits the forcible open- 
ing of a Door, yet the Bailiffs find Means to evade 
that Prohibition by indirect, unjuſt Stratagems, Frea- 
chery, or Bribery of Servants, and even by Force; 
of which Inſtances often occur in this Town. 

This Practice is alſo in the higheſt Degree Impolitic, 
as thus many of the moſt utetul, nay the abſolutely 
neceſſary Members of the State are ſecluded from do- 
ing their Part, robbed of their Time and their 
Strength, and inftead of becoming Inftrumental to 
the general Good of Society, are made at once ob- 
noxious and burthenſome to it. - ; | 

It is alſo. no leſs Impolitic, as tending to increaſe 
thoſe Pariſh-rates, already ſo grievous a Weight up- 
on the Community, that every Man juſtly Complains 
of them. But if the Poor Manufacturer or Labourer, 
whoſe Induſtrious Hands. provide his Wife and nu- 
merous Offspring neceſſary Bread, is ſhut up in Pri- 
ſon, and with-held from that Induſtry, his Wife and 
Children unavoidably fall upon the Paxiſh, and 
become a heavy Incumbrance. | 

The Committee were peculiarly ftruck with re- 
ſpect to this Particular, by a Poor Man's appearing 
one Evening to return Thanks for his Deliverance 
from Priſon. They enquired after his Family: He 

{aid he had a Wife and ten Children unprovided for, who 

were with him in Town, whom he had ſupported, and 

had no Doubt of ſupporting by his Trade---that of a 
Bruſh-maker. He was aſked how. his numerous 
Es Family, 


vp; 
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F amily had been ſupported during his Confinement. 
He replied, entirely by the Pariſh! What a Burden! 
and in this ſingle View, of how extenſive Utility is 


this Inftitutien ? . 


In many other Views, the 1/]-policy of this proceed- 
ing might be ſhewn, but it deſerves particular At- 
tention, as being a very Pregnant Source of thoſe 
frequent and numerous Emigrations, which are ſo 
prejudicial to our Country. For it has been juſtly 
obſerved, © That no Nation produces ſo many Fugi- 
tives to Foreign Countries for Debt, as the Engliſh, 
owing, to inexorable Creditors, and our Laws of Ar- 
reft; which Fugitives eſtabliſh Manufactures Abroad, 
to the national Loſs. The Increaſe of Emigrants 
to Aſia, Africa, and America, may be attributed to 
the ſame Cauſe, were Thouſands go every Year and 
depopulate this Ifland. The Apprehenfion of a ſud- 
den and long Privation of Liberty, without any pre- 
vious Summons, for the leaſt Debt above forty Shil- 
lings, intimidate more, and cauſe more Delertions 
of this Kind out of the Kingdom than is generally 
imagined, and than would happen from the reaſon- 
able Notice of previous Citations, or from the ſhort 
Impriſonment of a few Weeks. . | 

Hut while the Practice of Impriſonment for ſmall 
Debts is thus evidently unjuſt and Impolitic, preju- 
dicial in one View, and in another burdenſome to 
Society; can one again conceive any Thing more In- 


human? We will not ſay Uncliriſtian, for the Practice 


breathes nothing of that mild gentle Law of Love. 
A poor Fellow- creature, perhaps for the immedi- 
ate ſupport of Life, perhaps through Sickneſs, un- 
avoidable Loſſes and Diſappointments, or — perha 
through indiſcretion, — runs a few pounds in debt 
with his fellow-creature. He hath not to pay ; he 
hath no means to pay, but ſuch as ariſes from his 


C2 perſonal 
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perſonal induftry, his manual labour. The Creditor 
will have no mercy ! the wretched victim is ſeized, 
thrown into priſon, totally incapaciated to relieve 
himſelf or do juſtice to others, and left to languiſth 
m confinement, till death or ſome fortunate accident 
ſhall bring him deliverance! What End can be an- 
ſwered by this? what good can be done? Every feeling 
of humanity reverts from the proceeding, and it will 
ſcarce be believed in this age and kingdom of phi- 
lanthrophy, that ſuch cruelties may be, are exerciſed, 
from man to man, even for the mean, the paltry ſum 
of eighteen pence; or that for five ſhillings, a ſubject 
of Great Britain's happy conſtitution may languiſh 
amidſt the cells and felons of Newgate ! . 
Wie may go farther ſtill, and to the injuſtice, ill 
policy, and inhumanity of the proceeding, may add its 
immorality likewiſe. Since nothing is 10 likely to cor- 
rupt, nothing is found by experience 1o powerful to 
corrupt the morals, as a Goal; into which, with 
whatever principles the unhappy debtor enters, com- 
pelled as he is to aſſociate with the vileſt and moſt 
profligate, thoſe Principles by degrees are relaxed, 
and-he too ſoon catches and copies the Manners of 
thoſe with whom he is converſant. It is an old, 
but an indiſputable Truth, that evil Communications 
corrupt good Manners: and what the Communications 
in a common Priſon are, who can doubt? So that 
by the inhuman Practice of committing to Priſon an 
innocent Man, a Man not guilty but unfortunate, you 
cauſe him to incur the hazard of the greateſt and moſt 
deſtructive of all Loſſes, the Loſs of his Integrity; 
and reſtore him, iſ reſtored, to Society after a tedious 
Continuance there, no longer an uſetul Member, but 
one more of thoſe evil Beaſts and devouring Animals, 
which in an human Form Prey upon Men. 
There is one evil Conſequence more of Impriſon- 
ment for Debt, which deſerves to be particularly of 
1 tende 
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tended to; and that is the Infamy, which in the ge- 
neral Eſteem is but too commonly attached to it. To 
have been in a Gaol, however unjuſtly, is with ma- 
ny narrow- minded Perſons a ſufficient Reproach ;— 
and indeed, in the cruel Opinion of the World in 
general; criminalty is often at no great Diſtance 
trom Misfortuncs. This is the rather to be lament- 


ed in the Caſe of thoſe Perſons, who are the Objects 


of our preſent Conſideration: For Reputation is ge- 
nerally with them, not only the main Support of 
their Credit, but the very ſource of their Em- 
ployment and daily Bread. Take this away, 
or materialy impugn it, and they will find it dif- 
ficult, with all their Induſtry and Defire of doing 


well, to find Perſons willing to engage with them. 


The Man is juſt come out of Priſon, or has lain 
*& there for ſome Time,” is an Obſerveration ſufficient 


to blaſt all his honett Deſigns. 
It is to be obſerved with Pleaſure, that no charitable . 


Inſtitution hath met with a more Heart felt and uni- 
verſal Concurrence; no objections worthy the leaſt No- 
tice have been urged againſt it; indeed, it ſpeaks to 


the Heart, it addreſſes every One's ſenſibility, and 


every one's Reaſon. Humanity and Juſtice equally 
plead for it. And, in Conſequence we lee that its Pro- 
poſal not only met with an inſtantanious and liberal 
Encouragement in the Metropolis, but is likely to 
extend itſelf throughout the Kingdom. For in ſeveral 
of our prinpal Towns and Cities, ſimiliar Inſtitutions 
are already eſtabliſhed. . | 

The Benevolence and Humanity which in ſo pe- 
culiar a Manner diſtinguſn the Inhabitants of this 
Country, can never be more properly exerted than on 
the unhappy Occaſion we are ſpeaking of; for true 
it is, that our Laws of Arreſts are at preſent executed 
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plication of Puniſhment, to oppreſs the

in ſuch a Manner as frequently, by a nag Miſap- 
nnocent, 

and protect or releaſe the fraudulent and Deſigning. 
It any one can commit an action to deſerve per- 
petual impriſonment, it is the colluſive debtor. Yet, 
ſtrange as it may appear, his knavery and duplicity, 
which ought to bring down the ſevereſt cenſure of 
our laws, ſerve but the ſtronger to fortify him 
againſt their malignancy; and he who deſerves 
their puniſhment in the greateſt extent, in reality 
the leaſt ſuſtains it: for impriſonment, to a man of 
this diſpoſition, become the very goal or ultimate 
of his intentions, whoſe machinations and plots to 


accompliſh his teeming deſtruction, have perhaps 


been agitated many months, previous to his appa- 
rent mitortune; who, with only the externals of 


inſolvency, ſuffers an attachment on his perſon, and 


chearfully ſurrenders himſelf to thoſe chains he has 
to long been arttully forging, with a purſe flow- 
ing as his ſpirits, ant, the companion of the 
wretched, in vain aſſail him: Plenty decks his ta- 
ble, and convivial mirth attends it! The idea that 
impriſonment can be a puniſkment to a man under 
thele circumſtances, muſt inſtantly vaniſh; for he 
Prepares for his cataſtrophe with the vizard of di- 
reis, but latently ſmiles at the approach of dan- 
ger; while his property is conveyed by previous 
alignments, apparent Gifts, ſpurious loans; and 
with the externals of poverty, he poſſeſſes a genial 
fortune, fabricated on the ruin of the credulous, 
honeft, and unſuſpecting dealer. On theſe may 
the laws ſhed their keeneſt powers! But alas! the 
efiort will be vain: the premeditated ſhield protects 
him, and he lives 3 to the Aſſaults of 
he molt {kilful. Such 1s the colluſive Debtor, whoſe 
Puniihment may be ſaid to produce an Effect retro-

grate fo its very Intent, benefiting thoſe it is intended 
to correct. ; | 
_ Theſe Facts, being Truths incontrovertible, de- 
monſtrate that Impriſonment can be no Punithment: 
to the colluſive Debtor; and therefore the intent of 
the Proſecution becomes nugatory: For he who has 
no Character to loſe, no Honour to be injured, nor 
any Conſcience to be wounded, ſtands rubricate to 
the attacks of Mankind, and laughs at their feeble 
efforts. | - TS 1 
But the Debtor from Mi fortune is a Character of a 
different Teint; the very outlines of whoſe Miſery it 
is difficult to Imagine! and whole real Sufferings, 
it is impoſſible to Deſcribe! Eager in the purſuit of 
Honour, tenacious of wag fy vs and ſolicitous for 
the good opinion of the World, he labours through 
Life with the greateſt Avidity, and the moſt honeſt 
Induſtry; his Wife, his Ghildren, and his Reputation. 
flouriſh around him, and baſk in the Sunſhine of his 
Proſperity : When, amidft this apparent Security, 
perhaps the Villainy or prejudice of his Neighbours 
may blaſt his Reputation; a Loſs may be ſuſtained 
by Fire; his Credit may be given too largely; his 
Engagements may have been too Extenfive, or his 
Loſſes ſudden and Conſiderable: From all, or any 
of theſe Motives, his Payments may not have been 
ſo regular and certain as Cuſtomary; the Conſe- 
quence of which is perhaps an immmediate Arreſt, 
and the unhappy Man (who often ſuffers more from 
the Ignominy and ſubverſion of his Fortune than 
the Creditor from the loſs of his Money) is in a 
Moment dragged from his weeping Wife and Family. 
from his Friends and from his dwelling; and, un- 
able to pay ſufficient to ſatisfy his Creditors, his Pro- 
perty is confiſcated; his Wife, his Children, from 
| affluence 
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affluence and gentility, are turned into the World 
in a State of Poverty and Miſery. . ä 
It is in Vain for a Man in theſe Circumſtances 
to repreſent the Honeſty of his Intentions. His abi- 
lity to pay twenty Shillings in the Pound is fled, and 
with it every ſocial Virtue: Such, at leaſt, is the 
Opinion of the jucceſsful part of Mankind. Mis- 
fortune creates Metamorphoſis, and the tranſition is 
Inſtanteous; he, who before had Honour and Punc- 
tuality, whoſe Reputation was unblemiſhed, whoſe 
Induſtry was commended, whoſe Gentility and Cour- 
teſy were reſpected, and whole Religion and Morals 
were quoted as examples to his Neighbours, in a 
Moment, becomes diveſted of all. His Honour be- 
comes Pride; his Reputation is thought Duplicity ; 
his Induftry is interpreted cunning ; Bis Gentiltty is 
repreſented Extravagance, and his Religion miſcon- 
ſtrued Hypocriſy; Himſelf and Family are ruined, 
his Credit loſt, his Virtue contaminated, every Com- 
fort of Life is denied; and, to compleat the Cata- 
ſtrophe, the unhappy Man, with à principle excited 
by Inclination, but retarded by ray” gd is con- 
demned to Impriſonment, and to the ſuffering of 
its greateſt Rigours. ; en e 

Another fatal and alarming Effect frequently 
ariſing from a long and tedious Impriſonment, from 
which the unfortunate Debtor is perhaps at length 
relieved by an Act of Inſolvency, is, Phat, during 
Confinement his Friends, tired with repeated Ap- 
plications deſert him; his Connections from long 
Captivity are loſt, and a Mind, unſupported by Phi- 
loſophy and Religion, is often vitiated by Connec-" 
tion; and when the Priſon Doors become open for 
Enlargement, the Captive in a Manner ftands alone, 
like Adam, in a State of Nudity, but without his Inno- 
cence. Should, however, his Ditpoſition lead him * La-

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bour, to whom ſhall he apply for Employment? 
Friendleſs, forlorn, and unrecommended, the thriving 
World diſclaim him; yet his Neceſſities urge, and 
Famine aſſails him. To relieve his Wants, he has at 
laſt Recourſe to illicit Practices; and thus, reluctant- 
ly, becomes the Companion of Thieves, and mid- 
night Depredators. Hence is augmented the Re- 
_ corder's Lift, and Tyburn groans with the Weight of 
the wretched Maletactor ! Hence our Aſſizes are 
replete with Felons, and our Counties with Execu-

Could nothing more be advanced on the Impro- 
priety and evil Tendency of perſonal Attachment, 
than the ſeveral Proviſions before mentioned, which 
have been thus cautiouſly made againſt it, for the 
Security of the principal Perſons in the Kingdom and 
their Dependants, that alone muſt be ſufficient to 
evince its Oppreſſion, and be, at the ſame Time, the 
ſtrongeſt Proof of its Partiality ; as it is extended 
againſt a certain Part of the Subjects only, and againſt 
that very Part which contributes to . Food and 
Raiment to thoſe, who by eſpecial Protections are 
exempt from Payment, thereby dividing the People 
into two diſtinct Claſſes, viz. the rich and enno- 
bled, &c,” and “ the laborious and indigent.” Per- 
mitting the Drones to thrive and wander unmoleſted, 
whilſt the induſtrious Bee, who fabricates the Honey, 
is deſtroyed; it is aiming at the Vitals of Commerce, 
that Luxury may thrive; forgetting that an Abate- 
ment of the one is a certain Reduction of the other.

However much Dr. Dodd may have been cenſured 
on this Affair, his Endeavours towards the Eſtabliſh- 
ment of a Society for the Recovery of Perſons ap-

ſons, we ſhould have imagined, to regain him the 
Affection of his Sovereign and the Public; that he 
was of eſſential Service to this Inſtitution, we have 
the AN of the worthy Founders ; viz. Mr. 
Hawes and Dr. Cogan, as will appear hereafter at 
„ their Examination at Guildhall, By this humane In- 
ſtitution there have been ſnatched from the Grave, 
from May, 1774, to May, 1777, One Hundred and

FHEREAS there are many inconteſtible 
\ \ / Hg of the recovery of Perſons who haye 
although they had been for a conſiderable time with- 
out even the leaſt ſign of life; and as great numbers 
in ſuch circumſtances might have been reſtored, had 
they not been treated in an improper and pernicious 
manner, or too haſtily given up for loſt: The 
Society, induced by a principle of humanity, have 
undertaken to make public the following methods 
of treating ſuch caſes, which are now practiſed in 
ſeveral countries of Europe with amazing ſucceſs ; 
and alſo to promiſe ſuitable rewards to thoſe who 
ſhall aſſiſt in putting them into execution. 


Mz THoDs of TREATMENT. 


I. In removing the body to a convenient place, 
reat care mult be taken that it be not bruiſed, nor 
Can violently, nor roughly handled, nor carried 
over any one's ſhoulders with the head hanging 
downwards, nor rolled upon the ground, or over 2 
barrel, nor lifted up by the heels, except with the 
greateſt caution, For experience proves, that al 
PT | theſe 


een taken out of the water for dead,

theſe methods are injurious, and often deſtroy the 
{mall remains of life. The unfortunate object ſhould 
be cautiouſly conveyed by two or more perſons, or 
in 2 carriage upon ſtraw, lying as on a bed with 
the head a little raiſed, and kept in as natural and 
eaſy a poſition as poſlible. | 


II. The body being well dried with a cloth, 
ſhould be placed in a moderate degree of heat, but 
not too near a large fire. The windows or door of 
the room ſhould be left open, and no more perſons 
be admitted into it than thoſe who are ablolutely 
neceſſary, as the life of the patient greatly depends 
upon their having the benefit of a pure air. The 
warmth moſt promiſing of ſucceſs is that of a bed 
or blanket, properly warmed. Bottles of hot water 
ſhould be laid at the bottoms of the feet, in the. 
Joints of the knees, and under the arm-pits; and a 
warming-pan, moderately heated, or hot bricks 
wrapped in cloths, ſhould be rubbed over the body, 
and particularly along the back, The natural and 
kindly warmth of a healthy perſon lying by the fide 
of the body, has been found in many caſes very 
efficacious, The ſhirt or clothes of an attendant, or 
the ſkin of a ſheep freſh killed, may alſo be uſed 
with advantage. Should theſe accidents happen in 
the neighbourhood of a warm bath, brewhouſe, 
baker, glaſs-houſe, ſaltern, ſoap boiler, or any fa- 
brick where warm lees, aſhes, embers, grains, ſand, 
water, &c. are eaſily procured, it would be of the 
utmoſt ſervice to place the body in any of theſe, mo- 
derated to a degree of heat, but very little exceed- 
ing that of a healthy perſon. | |

theſe adyantageous circumitances as ſpeedily as

_ poſſible, various ſtimulating methods ſhould next be 
employed. The moſt efficacious are,—to blow with 


| force into the lungs, by applying the mouth to that 


of the patient, cloſing his noſtrils with one hand, and 
gently expelling the air again by preſſing the cheſt 
with the other, imitating the ſtrong breathing of a 
healthy perſon: the medium of a handkerchief or 
cloth may be uſed to render the operation leſs in- 
delicate. Whilſt one athitant is conſtantly employed 
in this operation, another ſhould throw the ſmoke 
of tobacco up by the fundament into the bowels, 
by means of a pipe or fumigator, ſuch as are uſed 
in adminiſtering clyſters: a pair of bellows may be 
uſed until the others can be procured. A third at- 
tendant ſhould, in the mean time, rub the belly, 
cheſt, back and arms, with a coarſe cloth or flannel 
dipped in brandy, rum, gin, or with dry ſalt, ſo as 
not to rub off the ſkin : ſpirits of hartſhorn, vola- 
tile ſalts, or any other ſtimulating ſubſtance, muſt 
alſo be applied to the noſtrils, and rubbed upon the 
' temples very frequently. The body ſhould at in- 
tervals be ſhaken alſo, and varied in its poſition, 


IV. If there be any ſigns of returning life, ſuch as 
ſighing, gaſping, twitching, or any convulſive mo- 
tions, beating of the heart, the return of the na- 
tural colour and warmth; opening a vein in the 
arm or neck may prove beneficial, but the quantity 
of blood taken away ſhould not be large; nor ſhould 
an artery ever be opened, as profuſe bleeding has 
appeared prejudicial, and even deſtructive to the 
ſmall remains of life. The throat ſhould be tickled 

with a feather, in order to excite a propenſity to 

vomit ; and the noſtrils alſo with a Sarkar: nuff, 
or any other ſtimulant; ſo as to provoke ſneezings. 
A tea-ſpoonful of warm water may be adminiſtefed 


now 
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now and then, in order to learn whether the power 
of ſwallowing be returned: and if it be, a table- 
ſpoonful of warm wine, or brandy and water, may 
be given with advantage, but not before, as the li- 
quor might get into the lungs before the power of 
ſwallowing returns. The other methods ſhould be 
continued with vigour, until the patient be gradu- 
ally reſtored. | | | 


We have been as circumſtantial as poſſible in the 
above directions, that if one conveniency ſhould be 
wanting, the attendants may not be at a loſs for 


others. Where the patient has lain but a ſhort time 


ſenſeleſs, blowing into the lungs or bowels has been, 
in ſome caſes, found ſufficient: yet a ſpeedy re- 
covery is not to be expected in general. On the 
contrary, the above methods are to be continued 
with ſpirit for two hours, or upwards, although there 


ſhould not be the leaſt ſymptons of returning life. 


The vulgar notion that a perſon will recover in a 
few minutes, or not at all; and the ignorant, fooliſh 


- ridiculing, of thoſe who are willing to perſevere, as 


if they were attempting impoſſibilities, has moſt 
certainly cauſed the death of many who might other- 
wiſe have been ſaved. 


Moſt of the above rules are happily of ſuch a 
nature, that they may be begun immediately, and that 
by perſons Who are not acquainted with medical 


art; yet it is always adviſeable to ſeek the aſſiſtance 


of ſome regular practitioner as 1oon as poſſible; not 
only as bleeding is proper, and frequently neceſſary ; 
but as it is to be preſumed that ſuch a one will be 
more ſkilful and expert, and better able to vary the 
methods of procedure as circumſtances may re- 
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With a view to excite a more general attention to 
this important object, the Society have alſo agreed 
to diſtribute the following REWAR DS, viz. 


I. One Guinea to Publicans and others, living near 
to the ſpot where the accident has happended, who 
ſhall receive the unfortunate object into their houſes, 
without heſitation; as the delay of a few minutes 
may be of fatal conſequence. The Society will alſo 
lecure them from the expences of burying the dead. 


II. Two Guineas amongſt the firſt Perſons, not 
exceeding four m number, who ſhall attempt to 
recover any DROWNED perſon, whether man, wo- 
man, or child, within thirty miles of the cities of 
London and Weſtminſter ; provided they make uſe of 
the methods above recommended, and no others, 
unleſs under the direction of the Medical Aſſiſtants, 
for the ſpace of 7tzvo full hours, although they have 
not been ſucceistul; and provided the body has not 
lain under the water longer than tzvo hours. 


III. Four guineas in like manner whenever life has 
been reſtored by theſe means. | 


The claimants muſt apply to the treaſurer, within 
three days, who will ſtrictly enquire into the juſtice of 
their claim, and pay the money within fourteen days 
after it thall appear to have been merited. 

It is adviſeable immediately to ſeek the aſſiſtance 


of the neareſt practitioner in phyſic; but in order the 


more effectually to ſecure ſpeedy help, the following 
gentlemen offer their aſſiſtance gratis, in any gh.

As many different Reports have been circulated re- 
ſpecting the Diſcovery of the Fraud, and the ſingular 
Means made Uſe of to bring the unfortunate Divine 
to Conviction (in general guided by Partiality) we 
mall endeavour to give a true Account of the whole 

Proceedings, 
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On Saturday the 6th Feb. the Rev, Dr. Dodd and Mr. 
Lewis Robinſon, à Broker, were charged before the Lord 
Mayor, in the Old Council-chamber, Guildhall, by 
Henry Fletcher and Samuel Peach Eſqrs, with forging 
and uttering, as true, a counterfeit Bond, purporting to 
be the Bond of the Earl of Che/terfield, to whom the Doc- 
tor is Chaplain, for the Payment of 42001, with Intent the 
ſaid Meſſis. Fletcher and Peach to cheat and defraud, 

To prove this Charge againſt the Priſoners, Mr. Fletcher 
was firſt examined, who ſaid that Mr. Robinſon applied 
to him to advance 42001. upon a Bond filled up in the 
Name of the Earl of Che/terfield, which Bond was not then 
ſigned. Mr. Robinſon then undertook to get it ſigned if 
Mr. Fletcher was willing to raiſe the Money—The Wit- 
neſs promiſed, after a ſtrict Enquiry of the Priſoner who 
employed him, &c. to which he replied Dr. Dodd. That 
afterwards he and Mr. Peach jointly advanced 4200l. upon 
the Bond, „ 

Mr. Manly, who appeared in a double Capacity, both 


as Attorney for the Proſecution and a Witneſs, was the 


Perſon who diſcovered the Forgery. When Mr, Peach 
called at Mr. Manly's Chambers to be ſatisfied of the 
Legality of the Bond, the Witneſs happened not to be 
there, ſo his Clerk gave his Opinion ; and thereupon Mr. 
Peach immediately paid the Money to Robinfon, who at- 


tended him for the Purpoſe of receiving it. The Bond 
was left by Mr. Peach, and the next Morning Mr. Manly 
looking at it, ſpied a Blot of Ink on the Part where the 


Sum was expreſſed. He aſked his Clerk if he remembered 
to have ſeen it, which he anſwered in the Negative. This 


rouſed Mr. Manly Suſpicions; he called at the Earl of 


Cheſterfield's who was not at home. He left a Note, ac-

Dr. Doddaſked me what my Commiſſion 
amounted to: I told him, we could not take leſs than a 
100l. a piece; Dr. Dodd paid me 100l. and kept the 


other 1001. for his Trouble. I hope Dr. Dodd will pub- 
licly declare me innocent, he knows I am ſo. When he 


was apprehended, he openly declared I knew nothing of 
the Forgery ; he ſaid I had ated an honourable Part.“ 
Lord Mayor. Does any Body know this {ſhewing the 
Bond] to be Dr. Dodd's writing No anſwer. _ 
The Earl of Chefterfield, at his own requeſt, ' was 
ſworn, and poſitively denied the Signature to be his. A 
trifling Diſpute was created upon this Queſtion, whether 
the Earl of Che/terfield ſhould be called upon his Oath, or 
his Honour, as a Peer, to give Evidence ?” The noble 
Lord obſerving the Debate likely to encreaſe, deſired he 
might be ſworn, and thus put an End to the Altercation. 
| Pr. Dodd's evident Perturbation of Spirits almoſt de- 
prived him of thoſe ſhining Faculties of ſpeech which in 
the Pulpit have ſo often been favoured with Approbation.

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In Cenſequence of this pretended Authority, the Evi- 
dence of Mr. Robinſon was received by the Grand Inqueſt, 
who returned the Bill againſt the Doctor into Court. By 
this ſurreptitious Mode of proceeding, the Fears of Mr. 
Robinſon were at once removed, and by this ſingle politi- 
cal Stroke the Proſecutors ſupplied every Defect of Evi- 
dence againſt the Divine. Aware of that Gentleman's 
vague Confeſſion, they applied on Thurſday to the Court 
for the Admiſſion of Mr. Robinſon's Evidence. The 
Bench refuſed to give any Directions; however, by ſome 
Means, Mr. Manhy's Clerk prevailed upon Mr. Deacon, 
the Clerk of the Arraigns, to draw up this Order. Mr. 
Deacon was called upon in very ſevere Terms, to juſtify 
his Conduct. Mr. Alderman Plomer ſaid, that in his 
Opinion, ſuch undermining Endeavours to deprive a 
Man of his Life, ought to meet with no leſs a Puniſhment 
than · a Forfeiture of his Office. Mr. Deacon attempted 
to apologize to the Court, in not attending to the Reception 
with which this extraordinary Application was received for 
ſuffering Robinſon to be examined, by obſerving, that the 
 Multiplicity of Buſineſs prevented his hearing it. To 
this the Lord Mayor anſwered, that he hoped the Court 
would not liſten to an Apology ſo trifling in itſelf; that ad- 
mitting Mr. Deacon was not a Hearer of the Court's Reſo- 
Jution, it behoved him, at leaſt, to learn from the Bench, 
whether they conſented to the 'Terms of the Order before 
the Conſequences enſued ? Mr. Baron Perryn remarked, 
that, unleſs Mr, Deacon could purge himſelf by Affidavit 
from any Share in this intentional Fraud upon the Court 
they ſhould conſider him reſponſible, Mr. Juſtice 7//les 
directed the Order to be read aloud, that every one preſent 
migl:t underſtand it was expreſsly contrary to the Inten- 
tions of the Court that Robinſon was examined as a Witneſs. 
The next Day (Friday the 21ſt Feb.) Mr. Alderman 
Meoldridge moved the Juſtices, that Deacon, Clerk 
of the Arraigns for Midaleſex, ſhould: be taken into _—

tody, for having, without Leave of the Court, written 
an Order, purporting to be the Order of the Court, and di- 
rect d to Mr. Akerman, the Keeper of Newgate, requiring 


him to bring the Body of -Lewis Robinſon before the 


Grand Jury at Hicks's-Hall, as Evidence for the Crown 
againſt Dr. Dodd. Sir Charles Afgill and Alderman, 
Plomer were very ſevere in their Remarks on the Conduct 
of Mr. Deacon, as were likewiſe the Juſtices Gould and 
Willes. After an Affidavit had been read, made by Mr. 
Deacon, ſtating the Innocence of his Intention, and ſome 
Altercation between the Aldermen, the Party who had 
offended was ſeverely reprimanded by the Bench, and the 
Matter ended. : 
On Saturday Morning the 22d Feb. came on the Trial 
at the Old-Bailey. The unhappy Man, with flow and 
gentle Steps approached the Bar of Juſtice. At his firſt 
Entrance his Spirits appeared much agitated ; but after 
covering his Face for a Minute with his Handkerchief, 
he ſeemed to recover his Fortitude, 

Dr. Dodd. My Lords, I am informed. a Bill of Indict- 
ment preferred againſt me, was found by the Grand Jury 
upon the Evidence of Mr. Robinſon, He, my Lords, is 
a ſubſcribing Witneſs to the Bond, and I conceive will 
be led to ſwear any thing by way of exculpating himſelf ; 
and as the Bill was ſurreptitiouſly obtained, I ſubmit to 
your Lordſhips, that I ought not to plead to this Indict- 
ment; to which Point of Law I beg to be heard by my 
Counſel, I beg Leave further to make known to your 
Lordſhips, that the Gentlemen are bound over to proſe- 
cute Mr. Robinſon. 

Mr. Howarth, as leading Counſel for the Priſoner, - 
was then heard in Support of the Objection to plead; the 
chief Principle that he grounded the Force of his Argu- 
ment, upon, was, that the Evidence before the Grand 
Jury who found the Bill, was not legally competent, and 
therefore the Priſoner could not be called upon to anſwer it.

Mr. Reynolds This Indictment is againſt Dr, Dodd 
on] 

Mr. Hewerth, after this Interval of Inquiry and Con- 
verſation, proceeded in his Argument. He ſaid, that 
their Lordſhips were acquainted, that a Witneſs on the 
Back of the Bill was committed to undergo a Trial as a 
Principal; how the Order was obtained, whereby Mr. 
Reobinſon was releaſed from his Fears, was rm to every 
N that a Witneſs cannot be admitted, who ſtands 

upon 
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ußon the ſame Ground of Criminality with the Prifoner at 


the Bar, without a ſpecial Authority of the Court. It is 
impoſſible (ſays the ingenious Counſel) to know what 
paſſes before. the Grand Jury; becauſe the Materiality or 
impartiality of the Evidence is never diſcloſed: that in- 


quiſition is bound by Oath to Secreſy. Robinſon was un- 


doubtedly material, to fix the Guilt of the Tranſaction 
upon the Gentleman at the Bar. The Profecutots knew, 
that without his Teftimony there was a Likelihood of the 
Bill being rejected. It may be anſwered, that there ate 
other Wirnelles ; that it cannot be known what Evidence 
Robinſon will give here; but it is enough for me, my 
Lords, (fays Mr. Howarth) that the Bill of Indiftment 
was found by incompetent Evidence, and therefore I ſub- 
mit to your Lordſhips, that the Priſoner cannot be called 
upon to plead. a 

Mr. Cowper followed this Gentleman in the ſame Tract 
of ingenious Contention. With reſpe& to the Grand 
Jury receiving the Evidence of Robinſon, it was owing to 
the general Practice, where Teſtimony was offered, the 
Nature of which, or the Situation of the Witneſs, could 
not be known to them ; but where Evidence legally in- 
competent had aided in the finding a Bill, it could not 


be in Law ſaid, that any Indictment had been found by 


the Jury, Where a Perſon was brought before a Magit- 
trate, and is admitted improperly an Evidence, even when 
the Court have ſhewn a Diſapprobation of the Magiftrate's 


Conduct, they have not placed that Man in the Situation 
of a Culprit; that Humanity, which in ſuch Caſe, diſ- 


plays much Tenderneſs in the Execntion of the Law, 
will not, (the learned Counſel was ſatisfied) lead their 
Lordſhips into a different Diſpofition towards his unfor- 
tunate Client. It was unneceſſary to reflect upon the 
Proſecutor, or the Officer who drew up the Order: this 
has been ſtigmatized by the Bench: Why, then, is it 

G neceſſary 
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neceſſary to argue, that the. Priſoner at the Bar ought 
not to be called upon to anſwer an Indictment, which 
has been impoſed upon the Jury by collufive Evi- 
et aA 3 "TR 
Mr. Buller, on the ſame Side, contended, that it was 
the eſtabliſhed Law of this Country, that no Man ſhall 
be called upon to anſwer a Charge until the Bill is pro- 
perly found. He conceived, that the Law which had fo 
carefully provided the fecret Mode of inveſtigating Evi- 
dence before the Grand Jury, was equally watchful to 
uard againſt the Intruſion of improper Teſtimony, The 
Proſecutor has obtained the Evidence of Robinſon by 
fraudulent Means. Robinſon is brought forth to purge 


Himſelf of the Guilt, and to lay the whole Odium of the 


Buſineſs upon the Priſoner at the Bar. He has been bar- 
gained with by the Proſecutor, to procure Evidence to 
clear himſelf, at the Expence of the Doctor, with whom 
he was committed as a Principal, with whom he bore a 
deeper Share in the Matter. Mr. Robinſon it was who 
uttered the Bond, and he now is offered to affect the 
Life of a Man, againſt whom, otherwiſe, there was little 
or no Proof.

Mr. Mansfield, on behalf of the proſecution, roſe to 

ſhew cauſe why Robinſon could legally, under all the cir- 
cumſtances, be permitted to rank as a Witneſs. The 
preſent, he ſaid, was the firſt Time he ever recollected an 
Inquiry to be ſeriouſly made of the Evidence requiſite and 
competent to be produced before a Grand Jury; and it 
will be the firſt Time (ſays the learned Advocate), if this 
Attempt that is made to ſtifle any Particle of Evidence ſhould 
ſucceed. The Inquiry by this Jury is not, whether the 


party is guilty ? but whether there is probable Ground to 


put him on his Trial? AnotherJury are to determine the 
Guilt or Innocence of the Perſon accuſed. As to the Or- 


der upon which ſo much had been ſaid by the Gentlemen

been in any Goal without the Juriſdiction, the only Dif- 
ference in that Caſe would have been, that a Habeas Cor- 
pus, and not an Order of Court, would have been ſought 
for by the Proſecutors, A Man is a Witneſs by the Law 
of England. The whole Purport of the Order means 
that the Jailor is totally excuſed; without an Order he 
would have been liable to an Fſcape. So great a Reſpect 
as I have for your Lordſhips (proceeded Mr. M.) I muſt 
contend, that the Opinion of Judges is not the Rule upon 
which I claim the Deciſion of the Queſtion before us. It 
is the Law, my Lords, which is to decide, Mr. Mansfield 
then took Notice of the oblique Reflecttions that were 
thrown upon the Proſecutors and Mr. Robinfon, whom 
the Council for the Priſoner had infinuated and un- 
fairely procured. He thought himſelf bound to take Notice 
of the Charge of bargaining for the Evidence of Robinſon, 
Mr. Mansfield was purſuaded that Robinſon believed the 
Bond to be genuine. The Proſecutors were incapable of 
bargaining for the Life of any Man in the Doctor's Situa- 
tion. It was by the learned Counſel's Advice, that the 
Order was applied for; he could ſee no legal Objectionto 
Robinſon's Teſtimony, for, though committed for, he 
was not charged with, any Offence, as the only Charge 

could be by Indictment; for he never yet underſtood that 
theCommitmentof the Magiſtrate juſtified anyPreſumption 
of the Guilt; but ſuppoſed Mr. Robinſon and Dr. Dodd io 
be equally guilty. Every Day's Experience ſhews that Ac- 
complices may be admitted Evidence, though their Teſti- 
mony alone cannot'convict. | 
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. Juſtice Villes. The Argument for the Priſoner is very 
pointed: That a Priſoner committed for the ſame Crime, 
cannot be admitted to giye his Teſtimony without Authori- 
ty, and here there appears no Authority. Mr. Reynolds, 
you are an old Officer of the Court; let us hear from you 
what has been the Practice reſpecting the Admiſſion of Ac 
complices to give Evidence. Sg | | 

Mr. Reynolds. My Lord, an Order goes in Courſe 
without Application, where it appears by the Calendar

Dodd's, and that he was * at the latter's Examina- 
tion on Saturday the gth Feb, before the Lord Mayor. 
Mr. Innes read, from written Minutes, a circumſtantial 
Account of what paſſed on each Occaſion, and recited 
the Doctor's Speech at Guildball verbatim. The Speech

Lewis Robinſon ſworn. (Bond produced to him.) 
Baron Perryn. When did you firſt ſee that Bond? 
Lewis Robinſon, I firſt ſaw it at Mr. Francos, in Fen- 
church-/treet, on Monday, Feb. 3, 1777; Dr. Dodd dined 


there; I carried it with a written Letter, and order to 


receive the Money, Neither the Bond nor the Letter 
were ſigned Che/terfield, when I firſt ſaw them; I re- 
ceived them again at Dr. Dodd's Houſe; both the Bond 
and the Letter were ſigned Chefterfield, which was Tueſ- 
day the 4th. The Name of Dodd was written by Dr. 
Dodd in my Preſence, and the Bond was produced as 
executed, I deſired Dr. Dodd to read it. I received it 
from Dr, Dodd for the Purpoſe of receiving 42001, My

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Name is ſubſcribed to it. Dr. Dodd did not afk me te 


witneſs it: I faid, Doctor, as you have ſeen the Bond 


regularly executed, I can ſign after you. I afterwards 
received the Money, and carried it to Doctor Dodd. 


Baron Perryn. Have you had any other Tranſaction 
of this kind beſides? 


Lewis Robinſon. Yes. 


Baron Perryn. Is it your Practice to ſubſcribe as a 


Witneſs without ſeeing it ſigned? _ 
Lewis Robinſon, Not generally; but J have done ſa 
befor e. | | 
The Notes were ſhewn him. - 
Lewis Robinſon, Theſe are the Notes: They could 


not be accepted, as they were 14 Days after Sight. 


Baron Perryn then called on Dr. Dodd for his Defence, 
and told him, he would very patiently and attentively 


bear whatever he had to ſay. 


The Doctor addreſſed the Court as follows. | 
UPON the Evidence which has this Day been produe- 


ed againſt me, I find it very difficult for me to addreſs 
our Lordſhips: There is no Man in the World, my 


ords, who has a deeper ſenſe of the heinous Nature of 


the Crime, for which I ſtand indicted, than myſelf; I 


view it in all its Extent of Malignancy towards a com- 
mercial State like ours. But, my Lords, I humbly ap- 
prehend, though no Lawyer, that the moral Turpitude 
and Malignity of the Crime, both in the Eye of the Law, 
of Reaſon and Religion conſiſts in the Intention. I am 
informed, My Lords, that the Act of Parliament, on this 


Head, runs perpetually in that Stile, 6 with an intention to 
defraud :” Such an Intention, my Lords, and Gentlemen 
of the Jury, 1 believe has not been attempted to be 


proved upon me, and the Conſequences that have hap- 


pened, which have appeared before you, ſufficiently prove, 


that a perfect and ample Reſtitution has NOT 
cave 
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leave it, my Lords, to you, and you Gentlemen of the 


Jury, to conſider that if an unhappy Man, of any kind, 
ever devaites from the Law of Right, yet if in the ſin- 


gle firſt Moment of Recollection, he does all he can to 


make a full and perfe& Amends, what, my Lords, and 
Gentlemen of the Jury, can God and Man deſire further? 
My Lords, there are a Variety of little Circumſtances, 
too tedious to trouble you with, with reſpect to this Matter. 
Was I to give a Looſe to my Feelings, I have many Things 


to ſay, which I am ſure you would feel, with reſpecb c 
me: But, my Lords, as it appears on all Hands, as it ap- 
pears, Gentlemen of the Jury, in every View, that no 


Injury, intentional or real, has been done to any Man 
upon the Face of the Earth, I hope, that therefore you 


will conſider the Caſe in its true State of Clemency, I muſt 
. obſerve, and your Lorpſhips, I am ſure, though I have 


met with all Candour in this Court, yet I have been pur- 
ſued with oppreſiive Cruelty. I have. been proſecuted: af- 


ter the moſt expreſs Engagements, after the moſt ſolemg 


Aſſurances, after the moſt delufive, ſoothing Arguments 
of Mr. Manly. I have been proſecuted with a Cruelty: 
Ic arcely to be paralleled. A Perſon, avowedly criminal in 


the ſame Indictment with myſelf, has been brought forth 
as a capital Witneſs againſt me ;—a Fact, I believe, to- 
tally unexampled. My Lords, oppreſſed as I am with 


Infamy, loaded as I am with Diſtreſs, ſunk. under this 


cruel Proſecution, your Lordſhips, and. Gentlemen of 


the Jury, cannot think Life a Matter of any Value to 


me. No, my Lords, I ſolemnly proteſt, that Death, of 


all Bleſſings, would be the moſt pleaſant to me after this 


Pain, I have yet, my Lords, I have yet Ties which call 


upon me; Ties which render me defirous even to con- 
tinue this miſerable Exiſtence ! J have a wife, my Lords, 


who for twenty-ſeven Years has lived an unparalleled Ex- 
ample of conjugal Attachment and Fidelity; and whoſe, 


Behaviour 
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Behaviour, during this trying ſcene, will draw Tears of 
Approbation, I am ſure, even from the moſt Inhuman. 
My Lords, I hope I don't exceed in what I ſay. My 
Lords, I have Creditors, honeſt Men, that will loſe 
much by my Death : I hope, for the Sake of Juſtice to- 
wards them, fome Mercy will be ſhewn to me; and if, 
upon the whole, theſe Conſiderations at all avail with 
you, my Lords, and you Gentlemen of the Jury ; if 
upon the moſt partial Survey of the Matter, not the 
ſlighteſt Intention of Injury can appear to any one; and 
T ſolemnly declare, it was in my Power to replace it in 
three Months: of this I aſſured Robinſon frequently, and 
had his ſolemn Aſſurances no man ſhould be privy to it 
but Mr. Fletcher and himſelf; and if no Injury is done 
to any Man upon the Earth, I then hope, I truſt, I con- 
fide myſelf in the Tenderneſs, Humanity, and Protection 
of my Country, 
Mr. Baron Perryn, with great Preciſion, ſummed up 
the Evidence, and commented upon the Streſs laid by the 
Priſoner upon his Intention not being to defraud. As to 
the Variation ſtarted by his Counſel to be in the Indi. 
ment, the Jury would take it with them ; and if any Ad- 
vantage could, upon Inſpection, be derived to the Pri- 
ſoner, they would allow it him, and he wiſhed that ſuch 
there might be. | 

Mr. Howarth ſuggeſted a Variation in a letter in the 
Indictment, whether it was an e or an i. 

The Jury, about half paſt Four o' Clock, withdrew 

out of Court to conſider their Verdi. After remaining 
in Conſulation about ten Minutes, they returned, and 
brought in their Verdict, GUILTY. 

In the Evening the Jury preſented a Petition, recom- 
mending the Doctor to the Royal Mercy ; it was received 
with great Satisfaction, and backed by the Aldermen Sir 
Charles Aſgill, Wooldridge, Plomer, and Newnham. * 
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The Seffions being finiſhed, Dr. Dodd's Sentence was; 
decording to the Agreement of the Counſel, left for the 
Deciſion of the Judges. . Rok 
On Friday; April 18, the Judges met at their Cham- 
bers in Sergeant's-Inn (Lord Chief Juſtice De Grey being 
abſent) reſpecting the Legality of Mr. Robinſon's Evi- 
dence. After a very ſhort Deliberation, they unanimouſ- 
ly agreed, That the Evidence of Robinſon was a full and 
competent Evidence; in Conſequence of which, it was 
ordered he ſhould be brought to the Bar of the Old-Bailey, 
the laſt Day of the enſuing Seffions. | 

On Wedneſday, May 14, the Seſſions commenced. 


Dr. Dodd was firſt put to the Bar, when Judge 4/ton in- 


formed him, That he having, previous to his pleading to 
an Indictment for Forgery, at a former Seſſions, by Ad- 
vice of his Counſel, raiſed an Objection to the ſame In- 
dictment, whereon was indorſed the Name of Robinſon as a 
Witneſs, who had been charged as a Principal with him in 
the Crime, and whether he was obliged to plead to that 
Bill, as the Order of the Court, for producing Robinſon, 
had been improperly obtained ; which Plea, the Judges, 
then upon the Bench, had referred to the twelve Judges, 
who had met, and fully conſidered the Caſe ; and they 
were unanimous of Opinion, that an improper Order 
only concerned the Gaoler, who had the Cuſtody of the 
Witneſs. It was likewiſe Matter of Conſideration for the 
Proſecutor, whether he was bound to proceed in ſuch 
Circumſtances; and whether he ſhould be precluded from 
continuing his Proſecution againſt ſuch Criminal ſo at- 
tempted to be brought to the Bar; the Objection has no 

Force at all. All Witneſſes, in or out of Cuſtody; are 
competent Evidence againft the Priſoner ; of courſe Ro- 
$:nſon's Evidence was ſtrictly legal; and the Judges were 
unanimous that the Proceedings were fair and legal, His 
Lordſhip, therefore, W apprize him of the 
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. fame, that he might prepare for the Conſequence on the 
laſt Day of this Seſſion. 

After a Minute's Pauſe, the unfortunate Divine ad- 
dreſſed the Judge in theſe Words: 

« My Lord! I am much obliged to your Lordſhip and 
67the "eſt of the Judges, for their Candour and Attention 
to me, and humbly acquiſce in their Judgment.” 

The Doctor then made a reſpectful Bow, retired, and, 
Juſt he as was going out at the Door, he fainted away. 

The Seſſion was no ſooner ended, than Petitions were 
preſented to his Majeſty to ſhew Mercy ; ; among the ma- 
ny was one from the City of London. The Lord Mayor 
had, preparatory to the Buſineſs, ſummoned a Court of 
Common Council, which met for the Purpoſe on Friday, 

une 6. The Lord Mayor took the Chair preciſely at 

leven o'Clock. The Court proceeded immediately to 


Buſineſs; and Mr. Hawes, Apothecary, in the Strand, 


and Founder of the Society formed for the Recovery of 
Perſons apparently drowned, was called in, and examined 
as follows: 

Wa you, Sir, the Founder of the Humane So- 
ciet 

2 My worthy and ingenious Friend, Dr. Cogan, and 
ſelf, aſſiſted by Mr. Alderman Bull, and a few Citizens 
of London, were the happy Infruments of eſtabliſhing a 
Humane Society, inſtituted in this Kingdom, for Reco- 
very of drowned Perfons and other ſudden Deaths. 

2. How many Lives have been reſtored by your Me- 
dical Aſſiſtants ? 

A. Our Medical Aſſiſtants, with three or four Gentle- 
men, who have uſed the Methods recommended. by our 
Society, have reſtored 127 Perſons to Life, who would 
have been conſigned to the Grave if ſuch an Inſtitution 
had not been eſtabliſhed. 

2 Has Dr, Dodd done _ Society any Services by 
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A. Dr. Dodd has done our Society, and the Public, the 


moſt important and eſſential Services, as, when he ex- 
erted his Labours, popular Prejudices were not overcome, 
which very ſoon vaniſhed, in Conſequence of the Sermons 
he preached, as well as his public and private Converſa- 
tion upon the Subject. | 3 OL. 

Q. Does your Society, Sir, with the Doctor's Life to 
be ſaved? ? 

A. Undoubtedly, Sir, it does; otherwiſe it would not 
be a Humane Society. 3 

Mr. Hawes was then ordered to withdraw, and Mr. 
NHinterbottom, Secretary to the Magdalen, was next inter- 
rogated. The Teſtimony of this Gentleman amounted to 
prove, that Dr. Dodd, with Mr. Dingley, in the Vear 


1757, were the Promoters of that Charity; and that Dr. 


Dodd greatly aſſiſted Mr. Dingley in writing a Pamphlet, 
which was publiſhed, and had great Influence with the 
Public in favour of the Charity. = 
Mr. Neale, Treaſurer of the Society for the Relief of 
Debtors, likewiſe acquainted the Court, that Dr. Dodd 
Was ſolely the Founder of that Charity, and aſſiſted it 
exceedingly with his private Fortune, | 
The above Gentlemen being deſired to withdraw, a Mo- 
tion was made, and ſeconded, That it appeared to the 


Court, that Dr. Dodd, now under Sentence of Death for the 


Crime of Forgery, has, in the former Part of his Life, ſet 
an uſeful and laudable Example of Diligence in his Cal- 
ling; and that, in being the firſt Inſtitutor, or a very earneſt 
and active Promoter of ſeveral Modes of uſeful Charity, 
he hath, on many Occaſions, been a Benefactor to the 
Public ;” which was unanimouſly carried in the Affirma- 
tive. Another Motion was made, and Queſtion put, 
„That an humble Petition be preſented from the Court 
to his Majeſty, recommending to his Royal Clemency the 
_ unfortunate Dr, Dodd; _ a Committee was appointed 
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to draw up the fame, who withdrew, and prepared a Pe- 
tition, which, being read, was agreed to, and ordered 
to be preſented by the Sheriffs, attended by the Remem- 
brancer, to his Majeſty. | Sx | ne 
The Petition was prefented to his Majeſty by the two 
Sheriffs, attended by the City Remembrancer, on Med- 
neſday, June 11; and on Friday 13, the Recorder, ac- 
cording to Order, made his Report to his Majefty of the 
Convicts under Sentence of Death, which were but three 
in Number, when Dr. Dodd was ordered for Execution, 
on Friday the 27th June, | 

The Doctor, during his long Confinement, has, at ſun- 
dry Times, exhorted his fellow Priſoners to reform their 
Lives, and gave them ſuitable Directions for that Purpoſe, 
On Friday, Fune 6, he delivered a very pathetic Diſ- 


.courſe in the Chapel of Newgate to his unhappy Brethren, 


of which the following are ſome of the particular Paſſages, 
& To teach others what they muſt do to be ſaved, has 
long been my Employment and Profeſſion. You ſee 
with what Confuſion and Diſhonour I ſtand before you 
no more in the Pulpit of Inſtruction, but on this humble 
Seat with yourſelves, You are not to conſider me now 
as a Man authorized to form the Manners or direct the 
Conſcience, and ſpeaking with the Authority of a Paſtor 
to his Flock, —I am here guilty, like yourſelves, of a ca- 
pital Offence ; and ſentenced, like yourſelves, to a public 
and ſhameful Death.—My Profeſſion, which has given me 
ſtronger Convictions of my Duty than moſt af you can 
be ſuppoſed to have attained, and has extended my Views 
to the Conſequence of Wickednefs, further than your 
Obſervation is likely to have reached, has loaded my Sin 
with peculiar Aggravations; and I intreat you to join 
your Prayers with mine, that my Sorrow may be propor- 
tionate to my Guilt ! K 
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ce I am now, like you, enquiring what 7 ſball de to 
be ſaved? and ſtand here to communicate to you what 
that Enquiry ſuggeſts. Hear me with Attention, my 
fellow Priſoners; and, in your melancholy Hours of Re- 
tirement, conſider well what J offer to you from the Sin- 
cerity of my good Will, and from the deepeſt ConyiQion 
of a penitent Heart. | 

Salvation is promiſed to us Chriſtians, on the Terms 
of Faith, Obedience and Repentance. I ſhall therefore en- 
deavour to ſhew how; in the ſhort Interyal between this 
Moment and Death, we may exert Faith, perform Obedience, 
and exerciſe Repentance, in a Manner which our heavenly 
Father may, in his infinite Mercy, vouchſafe to accept.” 
Ater explaining the above Duties, he gave his Senti- 
ments on the Repentance of Perſons in the unhappy Situ- 
ation of himſelf and his fellow Priſoners, as follows: 


£ Our Repentance is like that of other Sinners on their 


Death Beds, but with this Advantage, that our Danger 
is not greater, and our Strength is more. Our Faculties 
are not impaired by Weakneſs of Body, We come to 


the great Work not withered by Pain, nor clouded by 
the Fumes of Diſeaſe, but with Minds capable of conti- 


nued Attention, and with Bodies, of which wwe need have 
no Care! We may therefore better diſcharge this tremen- 
dous Duty, and better judge of our own Performance. 
„ Of the Efficacy of a Death Bed Repentance, many 
have diſputed ; but we haye no Leiſure for Controverſy. 
Fix in your Minds this Deciſion, Repentance is a Change 
of the Heart, of an evil to a good Diſpoſition, When 
that Change is made, Repentance is complete. God will 
conſider that Life as amended, which would have been 
amended if he had ſpared it. Repentance in the Sight of 
Men, even of the Penitent, is not known but by its 
Fruit ; but our Creator ſees the Fruit in the Bloſſom, or 
the Seed.“

with Gratitude, teſtify the ſame. 
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
